subject name regj.stration part configured to register for each of a plurality of registered 
user identification codes, corresponding on e or mi = H =e subject names associated with the 
registered user identification code; and 

subject name specifying part configured to automatically determine a subject name from 
among ihe .subject names regi,slercd tor the specific user identificarion code of the current 
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operator and regislercd in tlie subject name registration part, as the transmission subject name of 
the mail data to be transmitted. 

15. (currently amended) Tlie communication appaiatus as claimed in claim 14, wherein 
a plurality of subject names with respective speciricd priorities are registered for the specific user 
identification code of the current operator, and vsaid subject name specifying ptut automatically 
specifies one of the registei-ed subject names having a highest priority as the transmission subject 
name of the mail data to be transmitted. 

J6« (currently amended) The communication apparatus as claimed in claim 14« wherein 
said subject name specifying part determines whether a subject name previously s-pecified for 
preferential use is one of the subject names registered for the specific user identification code of 
the current operator, and if said subject. name for preferential use is one of the subject names 
registered for the specific user identification code, said subject name specifying part 
automatiealJy specifies said subject name for prefei-ential use as the transmission subject name of 
the mail data to be transmitted. 

17, (currently amended) The communication apparatus as claimed in claim 14, wherein 
a plurality of subject names are registered for the specific user identificaiion code of the current 
operator, and said plurality of subject names registered for the specific user identification code 
are disphiycd on said display part for selection by the operator. 
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18. (currently amended) The communiajtion apparatus as claimed in claim 14, furlher 
comprising 

address registration determination part configured to determine whether a mail address is 
registered for the specific user identification code of the current operator, 

wherein said subject name specifying part specifics the mail address registered for the 
spccitic user i den lifi cation code as the transmission subject name when said address rcgisti'ation 
determination part determines that the aiail address is registered for the spccitic user 
identification code. 

19. (currently amended) A communication apparatus comprising: 

image information scanner part configured to scan an original and output image data 
corresponding to the scanned original; 

display part including a predetermined display unit; 

image data transmitting and receiving part configured to transmit and receive image data 
via a public network; 

mail transmitting and receiving part configured to transmit and receive mail data via a 
network; 

code determination part configured to determine whether a specific user idcnfificarion 
code, specific to a current operator and differentiating said current operator from other operators 
of the communication apparatus, has been specified; 

address registration determination part configured to determine whether a mail address is 
registered for the specific user identification code of the current operator, if said code 
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determination part determines that the specific user identification code of the current operator 
has been .specified; and 

subject name specifying part configured to autotnatically specify another subject name 
inchjding the mail address registered for the specific user identification code as the transniission 
subject name of the mail data lo be transmitted, if said code determination part determines that 
the specific user identification code of the current operator has been specified and said address 
registiation deiennination part determines that the mail aildress is registered for the specific user 
identitication code. 

20. (currently amended) The comtnunicatioo apparatus as claimed in claim 19, wherein 
said subject name specifying part creates said another subject name, based on the mail address 
registered for the specific user identification code. 

21. (currentiy amended) Tlie communication apparatus as claimed in claim 19, wherein 
said subject name specifying part appends tlie mail address registered for the specific user 
identification code to "From". 

22. (currently amended) A communication apparatus comprising: 

image information scanner pait configured to scan an original and output image data 
corresponding to the scanned original; 

display part including a predetermined display unit; 

image ddU\ transmitting and receiving part, configured lo transmit and receive image data

23. (currently amended) The communication apparatus as claimed in claim 22, wherein 
a plurality of subject names with respective specified priorities are registered for the specific user 
identification code of the current operator, and said subject name specifying part automatically 
specifics one of the registered subject names having a highest priority as the transmission subject 
name of the mail data to be transmitted. 
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24, (cuiTenlly amended) The communication appiiratus as claimed in claim 22, wherein 
said subject name specifying part determines whether a subject name previously specified for 
preferential use is one of the subject names registered for the specific user identification code of 
the current operator, and if said vSubject name for preferential use is one of the subject names 
registered for the specific user identification code, said subject name specifying part 
automatically specifies said subject name for preferential use as the transmissicm subject name of 
the mail data to be transmitted. 

25, (currently amended) The communication apparatus as claitncd in claim 22, wherein 
a plurality of subject names arc registered for the specific user identification code of the current 
operator, and said plurality of subject names registered for the specific user identification code 
are displayed on said display part for selection by the operator. 

26, (currently amended) The communication apparatus as claimed in claim 22, further 
comprising 

address registration determination pan configured to determine whether a mail address is 
registered for the specific user identification code of the current operator, 

wherein said subject name specifying part specifies the mail address registered for the 
specific user identification code as the transmission subject name when said address registration 
determination part determines that the mail address is registered for the specific user 
identification code. 
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27. (currently amended) The coiniBunicalion apparatus as claimed in claim 14, wherein 
a pluraliiy of subject names arc registered by said subject natne registration pari for the specific 
user identification code specific to the current operator. 

28. (currently amended) The communication apparatus as claimed in claim 27, wherein 
when the specific user identification code specific to the current operator has been specified, 
one of the plurality of subject names registered for the specific user identification code specific 
tn the current operator is ciutomaticaLly selected by the subject name specifying part as the 
txansmission subject name of the mail data to be transmitted. 

29. (currently amended) The communication apparatus as claimed in claim 14, wherein 
the user identification code is an identification code characteriKlic of the user. 

30. (currcndy amended) The communicaliim apparatus as claimed in claim 14, wherein 
said subject name registration part registers a plurality of subject names for the specific user 
identification code of the current operator, and said subject name specifying part automaticalJy 
determines a subject name from amongst the plurality of subject names registered for the specific 
user identification code of the current operator, to employ as the transmission subject name of 
the mail data to be transmitted. 
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
